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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
a first embodiment, shown in figure 1 and paragraphs 0018-0032, a second embodi- 
ment, shown in figure 2 and paragraph 0033, a third embodiment, shown in figure 3 and 
paragraphs 0034-0035, a fourth embodiment, shown in figure 4 and paragraphs 0036- 
0038, a fifth embodiment, shown in figure 5 and paragraphs 0039-0042, a sixth em- 
bodiment, shown in figure 6 and paragraphs 0043-0044. a seventh embodiment, shown 
in figure 7 and paragraphs 0045-0047, an eighth embodiment, shown in figure 8 and 
paragraphs 0048-0058, and a ninth embodiment, shown in figure 9 and paragraphs 
0059-0062. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species re- 
cite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species 
are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due 
to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search 
(e.g., searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing dif-

ferent search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be 
applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non-prior 
art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must in- 
clude (i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement may 
be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the 
elected species, including any claims subsequently added.

2. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In ei- 
ther instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, 
the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the 
other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143).
